This 
book has become the battle ground, as it 
were, on which the net question is to be 
fought out, and Mr. Ogilvie’s course will 
commend itself to the trade. The Funk & 
Wagnalls Company, we understand, propose 
to protect their line of battle, if necessary, by 
putting out a line of skirmishers in the shape 
of a cheap edition, should that be needed, but 
doubtless most buyers will prejter to pay a 
fair price for the Thulstrup edition. 

The success of “Tarry Thou Till I Come” 
certainly goes far to indicate that novels can 
be put among the net books more promptly 
than some publishers feared. It has been the 
hope throughout that within a year the plan 
of the American Publishers’ Association 
might be extended to include all novels pub¬ 
lished by its members; it would be a happv 


outcome of the present episode if it should 
afford proof that it is possible to make this 
move in the coming fall instead of next 
spring. We have felt, and still feel, that a 
half loaf is much better than no bread, and 
that a great advance has been made in re¬ 
ducing publishers’ prices and abolishing dis¬ 
counts to the public on the large range of new 
copyright books included by the American 
Publishers’ Association in its original plan. 
But of course what the trade most needs is 
that the books of largest sales shall pay a 
living profit, and not be used as mere adver¬ 
tising features for rate-cutters and depart¬ 
ment stores. We should be glad to make 
record of the continuing success of “Tarry 
Thou Till I Come” during the usual “dull 
season” of the summer months, and certainly 
the original publishers who have rediscovered 
this work and put it into such attractive shape 
have given the public full value for the price 
of the book, and have thus done their best to 
win public appreciation for a straightforward, 
fair-priced method of publishing fiction. 


We print elsewhere an interesting letter 
from William Beverley Harison, which crossed 
our editorial note of last week. Mr. Harison 
suggests a use of the proposed publisher’s 
cipher code word, which had, perhaps, not oc¬ 
curred to the publishers who criticised the 
proposed adoption of such a word for domes¬ 
tic telegrams. There is much to be said hi 
favor of such a codification of titles, as Mr. 
Harison suggests—but there are also diffi¬ 
culties. With the changes in each publisher’s 
trade list which occur each year a consecutive 
numbering throughout would have to be 
changed each year, and there might be con¬ 
fusion, particularly about the time of the pub¬ 
lication of a new catalogue, between the new 
numbers and the old. Whether this difficulty 
could be obviated by the use of the decimal 
system of figures, permitting interpolations 
while preserving the old arrangement, would 
be a matter for consideration, should these 
suggestions commend themselves to publishers 
and to retail trade. We are ready on our 
part to do everything possible to make our 
bibliographical helps useful in the utmost 
degree to both publishers and booksellers, 
and we have to thank cordially every one who, 
like Mr. Harison, contributes toward the gen¬ 
eral welfare such suggestions as those in his 
careful letter. The suggestion for a list of the 
representatives of foreign houses we should be 
very glad to make a feature of the “Trade 
List Annual,” if this seems desirable to the 
trade.

visability of the net system, it behooves the 
booksellers to give it their best support at 
this time.”

Advice received from various sections 
shows that booksellers are generally regard¬ 
ing this as their fight. 

As the case now stands, we do not think 
that any one will say that we claim too much 
in declaring that a principle of vital import¬ 
ance to the retail book trade of the country 
is at stake. 

If this book be made a “record breaker” 
as a seller, it will be a demonstration that the 
public can be trusted to buy popular novels 
at net prices. The general publishing trade 
will be sure to take the hint, for all leading 
publishers, we believe, desire to see the ap¬ 
plication to novels of the net-price system. 


THE PHONOGRAPH IN BOOKMAKING. 

The Periodical, published by Henry 
Frowde, of the Oxford University Press, 
gives some interesting particulars of the em¬ 
ployment of the phonograph in collecting ma¬ 
terial for “The English Dialect Grammar,” 
which Professor Wright is editing for the 
Oxford Press. The editor is collecting these 
phonographic records of English dialects, 
partly to enable him to check the material for 
a comprehensive comparative grammar of all 
the English dialects in the United Kingdom, 
and partly to hand down to posterity a faith¬ 
ful record of the dialects as spoken at the 
end of the nineteenth century. Dr. Wright 
hopes to get about 500 phonographic speci¬ 
mens and with this end in view he h£S pre¬ 
pared a list of “sentences” containing tne 
most salient points wanted, with full direc¬ 
tions for turning the sentences into genuine 
dialect. In the case of people who have no 
knowledge of English grammar, Dr. Wright 
sends the “specimen” to some educated per¬ 
son in the district from which the dialect u 
derived arvd induces him to practice the spec¬ 
imen with some dialect-speaking person until 
the latter can read the specimen in good, 
genuine dialect. When this has been accom¬ 
plished, Dr. Wright goes to the place and 
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phonographs the result himself. By setting 
about the matter in this way the professor 
has been most successful, and already he pos¬ 
sesses quite a number of first-rate specimens. 
When the specimens have served their pri¬ 
mary purpose, Dr. Wright proposes to hand 
them over to some public library or insti¬ 
tution, to be preserved for all time for the 
benefit of future generations. A hundred 
years hence people are sure to doubt some of 
these statements made in the grammar, and 
sceptics will be able, thanks to the phono¬ 
graph, to hear what any particular dialect 
sounded like at the time the work was writ¬ 
ten. 

The grammar will be treated historically, 
and will contain phonology, accidence, and, it 
possible, the syntax of the dialects. At the 
end of the work it is intended to give about 
100 short specimens of the most typical dia¬ 
lects, phonetically rendered. As soon as all 
the material has been collected it will take 
about three years to prepare the work for 
press. In many ways the grammar will be the 
most valuable part of the “English Dialect 
Dictionary.” 

As for the “English Dialect Dictionary' 
itself, five years have passed since its first 
page was piinted, and since then ten parts 
have been issued to the subscribers at regular 
intervals of six months with clock-like punc¬ 
tuality. The first two volumes (A-C, D-G) 
contain close upon 40*000 words, illustrated 
by nearly 100,000 quotations, besides 85,000 
references to glossaries, etc. There are in 
all about 185,000 references, giving the exact 
source from which the material for every 
word has been obtained. It is a rigid rule of 
the editor always to give the authority for 
everv piece of information contained in the 
dictionary. Volume in., containing the let¬ 
ters H-L, has. just been concluded, and Vol¬ 
ume iv., carrying the alphabet through the 
letter R, is expected to be ready in June or 
July this year. Volume v. will contain the 
letters S-T, and Volume vi. will contain U-Z, 
the supplement, the bibliography of the many 
thousands of books which have been read 
specially for the dictionary, and, lastly the 
grammar already mentioned. By the end of 
1905. therefore, unless unforeseen circum¬ 
stances arise, it will be possible to supply sub¬ 
scribers with the whole of the six volumes. 


HISTORY OF FRENCH PRINTING. 

A. Claudin, Paris, has published the first 
volume of a comprehensive “History of 
French Printing,” to be completed in five 
volumes. The volume now ready covers the 
first half of the history of printing and presses 
in Paris during the xvth century. The sec¬ 
ond volume will complete the history of the 
xvth century. The third volume will be de¬ 
voted to the history of printers and presses 
at Lyons, the fourth volume taking up the 
other provincial presses of that century; 
while the fifth and last volume is to be de¬ 
voted to the history of printing and the 
foundation of new presses all through France 
during the sixteenth century. The work is 
issued under the auspices of the Imprimerie 
Nationale of France.

TELEGRAPHIC CODE FOR BOOKS. 

New York, June 13, 1901. 

To the Editor of The Publishers' Weekly. 

Dear Sir: I note your circular letter re¬ 
questing each publisher to send code word or 
cable address, and am very glad to see an 
indication that the book trade are awaking 
to a realization of the business advantages of 
using regular codes. 

I know that some years ago the Educa¬ 
tional List published by you had a code at¬ 
tached, and that you discontinued it because 
the trade did not seem to appreciate its value. 
The use of the telegraph by out-of-town 
dealers presents so many business advantages 
that it seems strange that the matter has not 
been more extensively discussed in the trade 
journals. Take, for instance, the case of an 
enterprising local bookseller seeking retail 
trade and advertising that he will supply, or¬ 
dering by telegraph, any book or books 
wanted. Suppose a long-distance telegram of 
ten words represents 70 cents; if a code sys¬ 
tem could be adopted by the book trade at 
large these ten words would represent at least 
five titles. The booksellers are in the main not 
familiar with the fact that in the standard 
codes the words are numbered consecutively. 
If each publisher represented in the Trade List 
Annual would number consecutively each item 
in his catalogue, and if each publisher adop¬ 
ted a telegraph cypher for his name, dealers 
could use any one of many codes published. 

It so frequently happens that books are 
wanted in a hurry—that freight shipment has 
been ordered and dealers desire to include 
other books in the freight shipment, which 
must otherwise come by express—or that ex¬ 
press order has been sent in and some cus¬ 
tomer wishes a book or two books added, 
which must otherwise wait for the next 
freight or express shipment, that the use of 
the telegraph code would seem to be a dai^y 
necessity. 

Compare, for instance, the following tele¬ 
gram* with the same thing transcribed by a 
code. We have taken hypothetical words to 
represent titles and also the publishers’ names :

The code telegram thus represents less than 
ten words in place of sixteen. It is written 
with the Lieber code, which offers, perhaps, 
greater advantages than many of the others, 
as the name of the purchaser of this code 
goes into a regular list sent to each holder of 
a code. I have given but one use of a code. 
When it is understood that a long letter can 
be, through code use, sent by telegram in a 
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few words, and that almost every contingency 
of business has been arranged for, the value 
of a more general use of the code in our 
business will be appreciated. 

I would like to suggest that if publishers 
who are accredited agents of foreign pub¬ 
lishers would submit to The Publishers' 
Weekly a list of those agencies that an index 
might be published in the Trade List Annual 
it would largely advance business interests. 
At present there is, so far as I know, no in¬ 
dex published of this kind, and it is not easy 
to find the accredited agent of a foreign pub¬ 
lisher.

Apropos of recent enforcing action taken 
by the American Publishers’ Association in 
New. York,, please note they are with us, 
and in dead earnest. 

Back them up, stock up, and join the 
American Booksellers’ Association. 
Publishers. 

As soon as the net system gets in run¬ 
ning order, and the public become used 'o 
it, there are two things we hope you will 
do. 1. Include all fiction on the net basis. 
2. Fix net price so that booksellers may 
get at least 30 per cent., or one-third dis¬ 
count. If Waterman & Spalding can en¬ 
force prices at 40 per cent, discount there 
is no reason why the publishers cannot do 
the same at one-third. 

D. Appleton & Co. have just done this 
by making their dictionary of New York 
25 c., and giving us one-third instead of 
40 per cent. This will be better for out-of- 
town booksellers. On books published 
prior to May 1, 40 per cent, is little enough 
to get, and booksellers, if they are wise, 
will get full list price for them, as cutting 
is more in vogue on new books. Make 
them net if you wish, but give us 40 per 
cent, profit on them.

Dear Sir : A couple of weeks ago when we 
decided to bring out an edition of “Salathiei, 
the Wandering Jew,” or “Tarry Thou,” and 
announced the same in your columns, we 
were not aware of the fact that “Tarry Thou 
Till I Come,” published by Funk & Wagnalis 
Company, was a book on which the associated 
booksellers of the country were making a test 
of the question, “Will it pay publishers to 
place novels on the net pricelist the same as 
all other publications?” and that the success 
of the booksellers on this one book would go 
far toward demonstrating for the American 
Publishers’ Association the wisdom of the 
booksellers’ contention, namely: that novels 
can be just as readily sold on the net-price 
system as any other class of literature. Upon 
learning these facts, we decided to withdraw 
our edition of “Salathiei” wholly from the 


market, as we do not wish in any way to in¬ 
terfere with the plans of the booksellers of 
the country to secure the application of the 
net-price principle to novels. We are in 
hearty sympathy with their views on this 
subject, and we trust that all other publishers 
will be as generous as we have been in rela¬ 
tion to this book, and thus give the principle 
of a net-price system for novels a fair test, 
the success of which will undoubtedly be for a 
betterment of the business of bookselling.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Hugo Landgraf, the senior member of the 
firm of Landgraf Brothers, booksellers, died 
May 19, at Brenham, Texas, at the early age 
of thirty-five. Mr. Landgraf married only 
six months ago. 

Sydney Frederick Walker, vice-president 
of the Jessup & Moore Paper Company, and a 
director of the Kenmore Pulp and Paper 
Company, died Thursday, June 13, at his 
home, 109 Hawthorne Street, Flatbush, N. Y. 

Maurice B. Perkins, professor of chem¬ 
istry of Union College, Schenectady, died 
suddenly on June 18. He was born in New 
London in 1836, and studied chemistry at 
Gottingen, Heidelberg and Tiibingen. He was 
the author of “An Elementary Manual of 
Qualitative Chemical Analysis,” published by 
John Wiley & Son. 

Hermann Friedrich Grimm, whose death 
is announced from Berlin, was a critic of 
great distinction of marvellous erudition. He 
was born in Cassel in 1828, and was the son 
of William Karl Grimm, one of the brothers 
who wrote the world-celebrated fairy tales. 
Grimm was educated at Berlin and Bonn, 
devoting himself first to the historical study 
of art and later to philosophy. In 1872 he was 
appointed to the chair of the history of the 
fine arts in Berlin University. His most im¬ 
portant works are “Life of Michael Angelo,’ 
“Life of Raphael,” “Readings on Goethe,” a 
novel entitled “Unconquerable Powers,” and 
several short stories. 

Ignatius Kohler died at his home in 
Philadelphia on May 23, aged seventy-four. 
Mr. Kohler was born in Germany in 1827, 
learned the bookbinder’s trade, and in 1846 
came to the United States, where in 1848 he 
established himself as a bookbinder on 4th 
Street, above Race, in Philadelphia. In 1854 
he began his career as a publisher by bring¬ 
ing out German Bibles and hymn-books, for 
which he worked up an immense sale 
throughout the country. Later he had great 
success with an English edition of Schiller 3 
works. His establishment was burned in 
1879, and then Mr. Kohler moved to 911 
Arch Street, where he continued in business 
until a few years back, when failing sight 
obliged him to retire. 

Prof. Truman Henry Safford, one of the 
most eminent of contemporaneous American 
mathematicians and astronomers, died at his 
home in Williamstown. Mass., on June 13. 
He was born at Royalton, Vt., January 6, 
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1836. He W2S graduated at Harvard in 1854. 
In 1866 was appointed to the Astronomical 
Observatory at Chicago, part of the equip¬ 
ment of the new University of Chicago. In 
1876 he accepted a call to the chair of as¬ 
tronomy in Williams College, which he held 
until his death. He was a fellow of the 
American Academy of Arts and Sciences, an 
Associate of the Royal Astronomical Society 
of England, a member of Astronomische 
Gesellschaft of Leipsic, Germany, and of va¬ 
rious other learned societies. His published 
works included a number of astronomical 
catalogues and a volume on mathematical 
teaching, entitled “Mathematical Teaching 
and Its Modern Method/’ published by D. 
C. Heath & Co.

titled “Katherine Day,” in which the charac¬ 
ters are all of New England. 

That entertaining novelist, Ada Cam¬ 
bridge (Mrs. G. F. Cross), has not been 
heard from in a long time, but she is now 
about to reappear as the author of a book 
called “The Devastators.” 

PIerbert Spencer has finished his autobi • 
ography and has had it printed.

Owen McMahon Johnson, author of “Ar¬ 
rows of the Almighty,” just issued by The 
Macmillan Company, was married on May 23 
to Miss Mary Galt Stockney, of Lakewood, 
N. J. Mr. Johnson is the son of Robert Un¬ 
derwood Johnson, of The Century Co. Mr. 
and Mrs. Johnson expect to make their home 
for the next two years in Paris. 

Eden Phillpotts has completed his collec¬ 
tion of Devonshire stories, and it is to be 
published on August 17 in America and. in 
Great Britain under the title of “The Striking 
Hours.” The work lies in the same field as 
that of “Children of the Mist” and contains 
the very cream of its author’s work in the 
field of shorter fiction. He has chosen his 
title from the following words by Dr. Mar- 
tineau: “God has so arranged the chronom- 
etry of our spirits that there shall be thou¬ 
sands of silent moments between the striking 
hours.”

The Saalfield Publishing Company have 
just issued “An American Colonel,” another 
historical novel of the days of Burr and Alex¬ 
ander Hamilton, by Hon. Jere Clemens. They 
have also just ready an illustrated catalogue 
of their new and forthcoming books that 
speaks of energy and enterprise, and promises 
some very salable books. 

The library of the late Robert Jenkins, of 
Toronto, Canada, has been recently acquired 
by Congdon & Britnell, of Toronto. Mr. 
Jenkins was for years a well-known enthu¬ 
siastic collector of Americana, and his col¬ 
lection of upwards of 1200 volumes, engrav¬ 
ings, etc., contains many scarce early works 
relating to the North American continent.
